THERE ARE NO RULES 
IN WAR . 


The report of the ruthless 
sinking of a number of Chinese 
junks on September 22 off Chee- 
lung Point, or that vicinity, by 
a Japanese submarine, which 
opened fire al short range and 
left the crews—men, women 
and children—to drown, finally 
disposes of the ‘rather tattered 
hope that Japan intends to 
observe any of the nicctios 
which one might expect to ac- 
company the waging of an 
undeclared war, or any sort of 
war, for that matter. We have. 
of course, only the testimony 
of the survivors of this ghastly 
incident. But it should serve in 
the court of public opinion to 
condemn the perpetrators of thi« 
act. In the past we have had 
reports of destruction aboard 
Chinese trading junks, and be- 
cause they “had the excuse of 2 
blockade we were prepared to 
admit, half-heartedly, that this 
practice was warrantable in a 
way. It has been the habit of 
some of the blockading vessels 
to board junks with axes and 
cul away masts and rigging, 
leaving the . crews practically 
helpless, at the mercy of tide 
and storm, Japan may justify 
that sort of thing, but never the 
cold-blooded slaughter of inno- 
cent fishermen, their womenfolk 
and children, .whose only crime, 
if such it can he called, is that 
they. sought to feed themselves 
and a few of their countrymen. 

It has been sugyested that the 
British Government, owes some 
-responsibility to Chinese junks 
tradingy out of this port. ThiY 
is not a fact, and the position 
appears to need some explana- 
tion. Certain Chinese-owned 
junks are licensed to trade in 
and out of Hongkong, and it is 
possible some of the junks which 
were sunk on September 
exhausted survivors from wii 
Were brought here yesterday, 
possessed these licenges. But 
there are no junks under Hong- 
kong registry. The provisions 
of registry are that a vessel 
shall be owned solely by 2 
British subject, or a British 
company, that its principal place 
of business isa British port, 
and’so om, The whole position 
is explained at length in Seo- 
tions One to Ninety-one of the 
Merchant Shipping Act. The 
fact that a vessel may be carry- 
ing ‘British cargo makes no d!f- 
ference. If she is not of Brilish 
registry she is not entitled to 
the protection of the British 
Government -and the Red En- 
sign. It is actually doubtful if 
any junk trading on the China 
coast could obtain British re- 
gistry owing to the regulations 
governing this‘ important ' mat- 
ter. In any event, nono of the

STRANGE FINDS IN FISH 


WOMAN'S shoe and what wi 
thought to be a human bone 
were found in the stomach of a 30- 
foot shark caught off the West Coast 
of Ireland recently. The tragedy 
behind the fnd—if, indeed, there was 
w tragedy—can only be guessed. In 
fiction many strange finds are made 
in sharks, but {fn actual fact the 
digestive julees of the fish are so 
powerful that even the bones of its 
victims are generally - dissolved. 
A_ case Is on record of a horse's 
hoof, complete ‘with: shoe, being 
found in the maw of a shark. Skin 


some quarters that official action 
might be taken in ‘the preseni 
case is without foundation. 

Nevertheless, action of some 
sort is called for. Without a 
formal declaration of war, with- 
out recognition of belligerent 
rights by any power, it is ques- 
tignable how far a nation’s 
warships can go without sailing 
into the dangerous seas of 
piracy.

Eruptions on the sun’s surface 
may affect the arrival of cosmi¢ 
rays on the earth, according to 
records made at a mountain re- 
search station on the Hafelekar, 
near Innsbruck, 7,600 feet above 


}sea level, 


Cosmic rays are an extraordinarily 
penetrating form of radiation, be- 
Heved to reach the earth from outer 
space. They are belleved to consist, 
in the first instance, of a strenm of 
electrically charged pirticles, —al- 
though Impact. of these on the earth's 
atmosphere may produce radiation 
of. the X-ray ‘type. 

Since the rth is a large magnet, 
It has been calculated that cosmic 

s must approach the earth in a

Lately I have found 
that cxcellent results come from 
pastry made with good margarine, 
which in addition to being economl- 
eal, is rich in the health-giving 
vitamins that make pastry a valuable 
part of the family meals, 

Mix pastry with a knife, and use 
as little water as possible. The pus- 
try should come’ clean out of the 
mixing bow], whether it is the short, 
flaky or rough puff kind. If it sticks, 
At Is too wet; and if it falls apart 
like o landslide, instead of forming 
hn Jight, clastic dough, it is too dry. 
The. latter state can easily be 
remedied, the former Is not so 
satisfactorily doctored, so be careful 
with the water, Adding extra flour 
js apt to upset the proportions of 
your ingredicnts, :

Work To Begin At Once 


The Great Western Rallway Com- 
pany has completed contracts for 
the construction of a double electric 
track from North Actlon to Green- 
ford, a distance of more than 3 miles, 
and of n large car depot at Ruislip. 
Work will begin simmediately: - - 


These are the first steps in a 
£2,500,000 scheme arranged by the 
G.W.R. and the London Passenger 
Transport Board to extend the Cen- 
tral London Tube to Ruislip, a dis- 
tance of 8 miles, Later the line will 
probably be continued to Denham, 3 
miles further on. 

The programme of works provides 
for widening of the line from 2 to 4 

ki between North Acton aond 

slip (and later to Denham in all 
probability); elcetrifiestion of the 
new lines on the low voltage, fourth 
rail system; and projection over the 
new Hines of a proportion of the 
Board's ‘trains from the Central 
London line, thus placing Ruislip, 
Northolt, Greenford, and Intermediate 
stations in direct rail communication 
with the West End and the City.

One of the most typical aspects of 
the sentiment in Chinatown Js the ap- 
plication of the boycott such as the 
Chinese at home have used for years 
against the Jupanese. Chinatown for 
years past has gradually been invaded 
by Japanese merchantsyand Japanese 
wares until often it is dimcult for the 
stranger to tell which js: which. 


The little Chinese bootblacks of 
Chinatown are now swarming about 
the Japanese stores and passing out 
cards to ali tourists which read as 
follows:

ARE NO RULES 
IN WAR 


The report of the ruthless i 


sinking of a number of Chinese 
Junks on September 22 off Chee- 


hing Point, or that vicinity, by |’ 


a Japanese submarine, whieh 
opened fire ‘at short range and 
left the crews—men, women 
and children—to drown, finally 
disposes of the rather tattered 
hope that Japan intends to 
observe any of the niceties 
which one might expect to nn 
company the waging of an 
undeclared war, or any sort of 
war, for that matter. We have, 
of course, only the testimony 
of the survivors of this ghastly 
incident. But it should serve in 
the court of public opinion ty 
condemn the perpetrators of this 
act. In the past we have had 
reports of destruction aboard 
Chinese trading junks, and be- 
cause they had the excuse of a 
blockade we were prepared to 
admit,“ half-heartedly, that. this 
practice was warrantable inva 
way.’ It has been the habit of 
some of the blockading vessels 
to board junks with axes and 
cut away masta and rigging, 
leaving the crews practically 
helpless, at the mercy of tide 
and storm, Japan may justify 
that sort of thing, but never the 
cold-blooded slaughter of inno- 
cent fishermen, their womenfolk 
and children, whose only crime, 
if such it can be called, is that 
they sought to feed themselves 
and a few of their countrymen. 
It has been suggested that the 
British Government owes some 
‘responsibility to Chinese junks 
trading out of this port. This 
is not a fact, and the position 
appears to ‘need some explana. 
tion, “Certain Chinese-owned 
junks are licensed to trade in 
and.out of Hongkong, and it is 
possible some of the junks which 
were sunk on September 22, 
exhausted survivors from which 
were brought here yesterday. 
possessed these licences, But 
there are no junks under Hong- 
kong registry. The provisions 
of registry are that a vessel 
shall be owned solely by -n 
British subject, or a British 
company, that its principal place 
of business is a British: port, 
and xa on. The whole position 
is explained at length in Sec- 
tions One to Ninety-one of the 
Merchant Shipping Act. The 
fact that a vessel may be carry- 
ing British cargo makes no 4 
ference. If she is not of British 
registry she is not entitled to 
the _ protection of the: British 
Government and the Red En- 
sign. It is actually doubtful if 
any junk trading on the China 
coast could obtain British re- 
gistry owing to the regulations 
governing this important mat- 
ter. In any event, none of the 
junks licensed to trade. out of 
Hongkong is entitled to protec- 
tion, so the hope expressed tn

Often these days 
come at the week-end, so what 
every other worker calls a wecl- 
end we have to call our holiday. 

The other qualifying clause gives 
the owner the option of paying a 
fortnight’s wages in Meu of tha 
holiday. Tho extra moncy comes in 
useful, but—well, 1t means that in 
somo cases nn oMcer docs not seco 
his family or his home for years at 
a time. ; 

His children grow up as strangers 
to him, ond his contribution to the
